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Denver Meade Charged With Murder 
Two Killed In Commercial Point

Residents of the small Pickaway 
County community of Commercial 
Point were aroused from their supper 
tables early Saturday night by a volley 
of gunfire that left two dead and a third 
charged with the m urders. 
Denver Meade, 40, allegedly opened 
fire on the five-member John William 
Van Sickle family with a wild barrage 
of bullets from an 8-gun arsenal. Killed 
were 16-year-old John Douglas Van 
Sickle and his m other, Charlotte Ann 
Van Sickle. 
Meade surrendered without resist­ 
ing to Pickaway County Deputy Sheriff 
Bill Dountz as other county deputies, 
assisted by nine Franklin County units, 
the Commercial Point m arshal, the 
South Bloomfield m arshal and the 
Hamilton Twp. constable, surrounded 
the area. 
Sheriff Dwight Radcliff, who headed 
the initial investigation, announced 


Sunday that Meade is charged with 
two counts of first degree m urder. 
The bizarre shooting started about 5 
p.m. Saturday “after Meade and Van 
Sickle exchanged words over cars 
parked in the driveway to the two 
house trailers,” according to Sheriff 
Radcliff. 
“ O ur p relim in ary investigation 
shows that there had been problems 
between the two families concerning a 
m utual drivew ay which provided 
access to the two homes,” Radcliff 
said. 
The house trailers are located north 
of Brown St. in Commercial Point 
about 200 yards from the road, with 
about 25 yards separating the two 
units. Van Sickle 
had apparently 
purchased the land from Meade or was 
in the process of buying it, the sheriff 
said. 
Van Sickle told Sheriff Radcliff that 
he and his family got into their car, 
which was parked directly in front of 


his trailer, about 5 p.m. Van Sickle was 
in the driver’s seat, his wife Charlotte 
sat next to him, John sat on the passen­ 
ger’s.side nearest M eade’s trailer. The 
couple’s two other children, Sheryl, 14, 
and Rodger, 12, were not in the car 
According to statem ents, as Van 
Sickle turned the ignition switch of the 
car, he heard an explosion that sound- 
cd like "a firecracker.” He heard an­ 
other explosion and glass breaking 
when his son slumped into his m other’s 
lap with a high-powered slug in his 
head. 
Van Sickle ordered his wife from the 
car and told her to take cover behind 
the vehicle. During a lull in the initial 
shooting, a volley that sounded like 
“firecrackers or a jet plane backfire,” 
according to close neighbors, Van 
Sickle told Sheryl and Rodger to run 
the 15 yards to the trailer and try to 
find his pistol. Their dash apparently 
drew rifle fire from Meade and Mrs. 
Van Sickle broke from her husband’s 


grasp to summon help. 
She ran the length of the drivew ay to 
Jam es Wines’ trailer to ask him to call 
for police and then broke from his 
grasp and tried to return to her hus­ 
band and dead son. However, on her 
return run, Meade allegedly opened 
fire with a volley of shots. She turned 
and was headed back towards the 
safety of a garage when she was felled. 
Meanwhile, Van Sickle entered his 
trailer, found a pistol and returned to 
the car. 
Commercial Point M arshal Jack 
Fisk was first to arrive at the scene. 
He saw the body of Mrs. Van Sickle 
laying near the driveway entrance and 
spotted Van Sickle crouching behind 
his car with a pistol. 
With the loudspeaker of his cruiser, 
Marshal Fisk ordered Van Sickle to 
drop his weapon “several tim es” . 
During the commotion (the shots had 
drawn rescue personnel from several 
local units), Meade, his wife Florence

WASHINGTON (A P) - As captured 
enemy documents signaled a midweek

St. Louis Teachers Strike

A strike by public school teachers in 
St. Iiouis — the first in the city’s 
history — was called for today as 
sim ilar walkouts continued in Phila­ 
delphia and Chicago. 
M embers of St. I/>uis Teachers 
Union I/>cal 420 and the St. Iiouis 
T ea ch ers A ssociation, with both 
groups representing 2,800 m em bers, 
authorized the strike in separate votes 
Sunday. 
Despite a walkout, a spokesman for 
the school board said classes would be 
held for the system ’s 103,000 pupils 
attending 165 elem entary and high 
schools. 
In all three cities, pay raises are a 
key issue. 
The St. Louis teachers have been 
d em anding ra ise s in 
bargaining 
sessions which have been under way 
since November. Their dem ands in­ 
clude a raise in the starting salary 
from $7,200 to $8,200. They also want a 
paid hospitalization program and a 
collective bargaining agreem ent. 
Elsewhere, court proceedings were 
to begin today against 24 officials of

P hiladelphia 
F ed eratio n 
of 
Teachers, the group leading a walkout 
which has started into its third week. 
The union officials were named in 
crim inal contempt proceedings for 
refusing to obey a court order to end 
the walkout. 
Negotiators for teachers in Chicago, 
who have been on strike since Jan. IO, 
say three m ajor issues rem ain un­ 
settled in that walkout and that the 
school board can not “buy us off with a 
salary increase alone.”

With a m ighty w allop, w inter 
reasserted its hold over the nation’s 
midsection early today, spreading 
snow and freezing rain from Nebraska 
and Arkansas to the G reat I^akes. 
Scores of m otorists were stranded in 
Oklahoma Sunday when snow drifted 3 
feet deep at places.

“ It was appropriate to restore our 
commitment to peace and to a better 
Am erica,” Muskie said, "but he didn’t 
tell us how to do it.”

With the arrival of Sheriff Radcliff 
and about 12 lawmen, Van Sickle 
tossed his revolver on the ground in 
front of him. The Sheriff organized the 
men to cordon off the area and they 
started inching tow ards the two 
trailers. 


Deputy Don Thompson spotted Mrs. 
Meade at the window of her trailer and 
ordered her to come outside. She was 
followed by her daughter. Deputy Bill 
Dountz, who had slipped around to the 
rear, got behind Meade and he sur­ 
rendered peacefully to the officer. 
Van Sickle and Meade were taken 
immediately to Pickaway County jail 
for interrogation. They went in sep­ 
arate cruisers. Mrs. Meade and her 
daughter were taken to Berger Hos­ 
pital for treatm ent of shock and the 
remaining Van Sickle children were 


placed in the custody of friends. 
Investigation by the Sheriff’s De­ 
tr im e n t, Iiondon’s Bureau of Crim ­ 
inal Investigation and County Prose­ 
cutor Richard Gerhardt later that 
night and Sunday morning uncovered 
“eight or nine weapons” in the Meade 
trailer. The weapons ranged from 
high-powered rifles to .22 caliber rifles 
and pistols. Small caliber shell casings 
were found inside the rear door of the 
trailer. la rg e r caliber casings were 
discovered on the rear porch, nearest 
the Van Sickle trailer. 
Deputies traced the path of one shot 
from M eade’s porch through a window 
of Van Sickle’s trailer and out the far 
wall. Another slug was discovered im­ 
bedded in the? fender wall of one of 
Meade’s cars which was parked near 
the entrance of the driveway, another 
was found in the glove compartment of 
Van Sickle’s car, and another shat­ 
tered a garage window about 200 yards 
away. 
Evidence 
indicates the weapons 
were lined up near the rear door of the 
Meade trailer. Meade apparently fired 
from the rear door and then walked out 
onto the porch to continue shooting.

NKW YURK (AP) — With hopes for 
a Vietnam peace settlement rising and 
reassurances coming from adminis­ 
tration officials that the battle against 
inflation will continue to be waged full 
force in Phase 3, the stock m arket 
managed some small gains—the first 
advance in four sessions. 
The noon Dow Jones average of 30 
industrial stocks was up 1.13 to 1027.32, 
and advancing stocks held a narrow 
639-to-5f7 lead over declining ones on 
the New York Stock Exchange. Some 
1,604 issues in all had changed hands in 
light trading. 
Rising fuel oil prices as the result of 
a national shortage pushed most oil 
stocks upward, and the three most- 
active stocks on the Big Board were all 
oils. Gulf was unchanged at 284; 
Texaco, up 4 to 424; and Cities 
Service, up 7h to 514. 
General Motors, which announced a 
recall of 3.7 million cars, was off 4 to 
784. But there was no evidence the re­ 
call was depressing the price since 
Ford was off 4 to 764, and Chrysler 
was off 4 to 394. 
The New York Stock Exchange 
index of some 1,400 common stocks 
was up 0.03 to 64.54, and the price- 
change index at the American Stock 
Exchange was up 6.01 to 26.32.

Inaugural Talk, 


Julie Reports 


WASHINGTON I AP) — In the early 
hours of Inauguration Day, President 
Nixon revised his inaugural address to 
include thoughts his younger daughter 
said “carne to him in the night” about 
other presidents’ dream s for America. 
What he added amounted to a 
recognition that a president alone 
can’t carry out his dream s. 
He appealed for the prayers of the 
people for God s guidance and for their 
help so that, together, “we may bi* 
worthy of our challenge." 
Julie Nixon Eisenhower said this 
was one of her favorite parts of the 
1,800-word, 
17-minute 
inaugural 
speech. The family had not read the 
text in advance, she told a reporter at a 
reception following Sunday's White 
House worship service.

Population 
experts 
are 
taking more than a casual in 
terest in Los Angeles County. 
For years one of the fastest 
growing sections of the nation, 
the county now is losing 
population.

Jobs For Grads 


After several years of so so 
opportunities, 
this 
year’s 
college graduates will have a 
better job market awaiting 
them. 
The 
number of job 
vacancies available for college 
grads will be up 16 per cent 
overall, according 
to the 
College Placement Council. 
Another survey, taken by 
Northwestern 
University, 
shows a surprise is in store for 
engineering graduates: 42 per 
cent more job opportunities 
than last year. 


In order for the overall in­ 
crease to balance at a lower 
level, obviously some courses 
of study do not offer great 
opportunities, or perhaps any 
opportunities at all, for this 
year’s graduates. 
Education

Wil Smoking Pot Is Dangerous

I’ll never forget the anguished wail 
of a liberal housewife whose teen-age 
children, going one beyond her in 
permissiveness, had nibbled at ex­ 
perimenting with harsher drugs. 
“Gawd” , she said, “ I wish they’d go 
back to booze.” 
That was in the high Woodstock 
Nation period, when the use of LSD, 
heroin and other hard drugs was 
cresting. Since then, we are reliably 
informed by our high school and 
college friends, there has been a 
general tendency to draw back from 
extremes to the pot-smoking middle. 
The use of marijuana, or the cannabis 
plant, 
remains 
in 
the 
mode as 
something that is “ safe” ; it is, so a 
sizeable coterie of the young insists, no 
more dangerous or addicting than the 
gin favored in Scott 
Fitzgerlad’s 
romantic heyday. 
The chance that we are drawing 
closer to the time that the use of 
marijuana, if not the actual sales, will 
be legalized has been enhanced by a 
curious concatenation. On the I^eft, the 
Ralph Nader-blessed 
Consumers 
Union (which can find no value in 
Vitamin E, a dietary supplement 
endorsed by more than one heart 
specialist) has put out a report calling 
for the legalization of pot. On the 
Right, Bill Buckley’s National Review 
has published a pro-pot article, and 
chairman Bill has himself commended 
the article to the extent that he finds it 
unrealistic to treat cannabis smokers 
as criminals. 
As a libertarian, I could acept the 
theory that it is ridiculous to try to 
police the sumptuary habits of people 
by law where the sale of a cumulative 
poison is not involved. If marijuana is 
indeed no more harmful than whisky in 
moderation, or beer when you’re 
having more than one, then it is sheer 
hypocrisy for anyone save an old-time 
Prohibitionist to sanction jail for its 
use. But if marijuana is a demon-

strafed cumulative poison, then it 
would be criminal indeed to abet its 
distribution. 
Despite Consumers Union and 
National Review, the jury is still out on 
the subject of marijuana. We move in a 
curious world in which evidence, pro 
and con pot smoking, reaches the 
public by a most uncertain trickle, 
ixist September, before Consumers 
Union issued its report and National 
Review gave space to its pro-pot 
witness, a U.S. Senate Internal 
Security Subcommittee took the 
testimony of Dr. Olav Braenden, a 
scientist who has been director of the 
United Nations Narcotics laboratory 
in Geneva for sixteen years. What Dr. 
Braenden had to say is extremely 
sobering, not to say frightening. He 
brought to the attention of the Senators 
a whole sheaf of European documents 
that 
“ point strongly to the con­ 
clusion that marijuana may be far 
more dangerous than had previously 
been believed.” 
Senators Eastland and Gurney, 
listening to Dr. Braenden were visibly 
shaken. They heard the contention of 
Professor W. D. Paton of Oxford 
University that “ cannabis builds up in 
the fatty tissues of the body — which 
include the brain — in the manner of 
DDT. “ Dr. Paton reported that can­ 
nabis “ produces fetal deformities in 
animals in the manner that resembles 
the damage done by thalidomide.” 
Dr. 
Paton’s 
findings 
were 
corroborated by a research paper 
taken from The Lancet, a British 
medical journal. According to this 
paper, ten youthful patients, with 
histories of marijuana use extending 
from three to ll years, “ showed 
.serious brain atrophy comparable to 
the atrophy that normally takes place 
between the ages of 70 and 90.” 
On a less portentous plane, Dr. 0. 
Rafaelson of the Central State Hospital 
of Copenhagen, has discovered a 


considerable impairment of driving 
ability after “ oral ingestion of can­ 
nabis.” Other European scientists 
whose findings have impressed Dr. 
Braenden include Dr. A. M. Campbell 
of the Bristol Royal United Hospital in 
Britain, Professor C. Miras of the 
University of Athens, and Dr. Cor­ 
nelius Salamink of the University of 
Utrecht in Holland. 
Needless to say, the Consumers 
Union report makes no reference to the 
work of these men. Nor did the 
National Review pro-pot article dwell 
on their findings. So let’s have another 
go at the subject of pot before we jump 
from frying pan to fire and legalize its 
use.

Are 
there different 
types 
of 
hemorrhoids? Is surgery the only way 
to cure them permanently? 
Mr. P.R .,Canada 
Dear Mr. R.: 
A large network of veins lie in the 
mucous membrane and 
the skin 
around the anal canal and the lower 
rectum. 
When there is increased 
pressure or strain on these veins they 
become enlarged. 
Chronic 
con- 
sitipation, pregnancy, obesity, and 
persistent “ tobacco coughs” can 
produce varicosities, or enlargement, 
of these tiny veins. 
There are two types of hemorrhoids: 
external and internal. Both can be 
responsible for fresh blood in the stool 
associated with pain and spasm during 
elimination. 
The 
size 
and 
the 
number 
of 
hemorrhoids may vary. Sometimes, 
when neglected, they may develop a 
clot, or thrombus. 
This makes the 
condition more painful and inflamed. 
There are a number of techniques 
for the treatment of hemorrhoids when 
they are recognized early. If they are 
uncomplicated, all that is necessary is 
the correction of the underlying cause. 
Daily use of mineral oil taken in­ 
ternally reduces the hard, painful 
passage of waste. Gentle lubrication 
before elimination can be very helpful. 
Rigid hygiene is essential to prevent 
complication and infection. 
In uncomplicated cases, injections of 
special chemicals into the enlarged 
vein are sometimes used. External 
hemorroids are rarely, if ever, treated 
by injections. 


When pain is constant and severe, or 
when intolerable itching and marked 
bleeding occur, the safest and most 
successful treatment is by surgery. 
Even after an operation it is most 
important that the underlying causes 
be eliminated if the possibility of more 
hemorrhoids is to be avoided. 
Dr. Irving Schoenfeld, a well-known 
New York proctologist, believes that 
many patients do not freely discuss 
early hemorrhoidal problems with 
their doctors because of sheer em­ 
barrassment. Were they free of such 
unrealistic hesitation, Dr .Schoenfeld 
thinks 
that 
many 
complicated 
problems could be avoided. 


I was told that my uncle had air 
pumped into his brain. Why would this 
be done? 
Miss S. L., Ind. 
Dear Miss L.: 
X-rays cannot normally portray the 
brain. When air is injected, the size, 
the shape and distortions of the brain 
can be studied as an aid to diagnosis. 
A small amount of air is painlessly 
in jected into the spinal canal by way of 
a “ lumbar puncture.” The air then 
rises and outlines the brain. 
This test is known as “ pneumo­ 
encephalography,” and is exceedingly 
safe. The headache that usually ac­ 
companies it is short-lived.

In the House, where Democrats hold

Bonnieville, to wield the knife. 
Minority leader Charles F. Kurfess, 
R-63 Perrysburg, removed from the 
committee three veteran Republican 
members wise to the ways of budget 
requests and cuts. Two of them had 


actively opposed Kurfess’ election as 
minority leader. 
The Senate, knowing that Re­ 
publicans will be weak in stopping 
large spending in the House, have set 
up a last line of defense in their own 
Finance Committee. 
With Republicans holding a 17-16 
edge in the Senate (Democrats hold a 
58-41 margin in the House), Senate 
Majority leader Theodore M. Gray, R- 
.1 Columbus, increased the GOP 
ma ioritv on his finance committee. 
Gray put seven Republicans on 
Finance, while Democrats are limited 
to four members. All other com­ 
mittees, except rules, have a 5-4 party- 
line split, reflecting the GOP’s slim 
majority.

Frank W. King, who heads the 
politically-potent Ohio AFL—CK), was 
asked to comment last week on Gov. 
John J. Gilligan’s State of the State 
message to a joint session of the 
legislature. He was ready to comment, 
but not so much about the speech. 


The former Democratic state 
senator immediately took the governor 
to task for rejecting proposals to re­ 
write Ohio income tax laws so that 
married couples can get a break on fil­ 
ing joint returns—just as they do on 
federal returns. “ He’s going to get 
some flak on this,” King predicted. 
The change King wants, along with 
certain other inequities he claims the 
law places on lower income workers, 
would cost the state about $90 million a 
year in revenue. 
The union chief said he did not know 
Gilligan had stopped short of flatly 
rejecting the proposal, and had told 
newsmen he would consider it if a way 
to make up the revenue loss was 
provided. “ In that case, I think maybe 
we can talk,” King said. 
Gilligan never mentioned the tax 
controversy in his speech, although it 
is growing in the legislature on both 
sides of the political aisles. The 
governor said the “ generosity” of 
those who advocate the change puzzles 
him, since they offer no way to replace 
the revenue. “That’s irresponsibility,”

DALLAS (AP) — The American 
Football Conference, formed in a fiery 
merger with the old National Football 
league, had every right to be chesty 
today—at least for a year.

disguises — from tin* frenzied 
appearance of a long-haired 
herion addict, to the leather 
costume of a tough motor­ 
cyclist, to Hh* slick garb of an 
out-of-town cocaine dealer. 
“ People used to talk to me 
about me,” said Wolfe, for 
three years an undercover 
San Francisco 
narcotics 
officer. 
“ I sat in a restaurant one 
day with a guy who spent an 
hour warning me about Pat 
Wolfe. He even gave me a 
perfect description of myself. 
“ I thought he was trying to 
tell me he knew who I was, 
and I was getting pretty 
nervous. But when In' left, he 
sold me two ballons of 
herion,” Wolfe, 
now an 
assistant police inspector, 
said. 
At various times, Wolfe, 33, 
used at least six different 
identities. He wore long hair, 
grew a beard and learned the 
language of the street. 
Wolfe says he made some 
1,500 narcotics “ buys” and 
played a role in thousands of 
drug arrests. 
“ You wanna know how 
good he was?” asks Sgt. John 
O’Shea, Wolfe’s immediate 
supervisor. 
“ He 
would 
make 
the 
connection, make a few buys, 
arrest the suspect, and testify 
against him in court. And 
when he got out of jail, the 
man would sell Pat more 
narcotics." 
Sometimes Wolfe found his 
disguise too convincing. 
"I was walking along Grant 
Avenue one night with this 
dealer," he recalled recently. 
“ A radio car pulled up, and 
the officer threw us both in 
the back seat.” * 
“ It’s just like playing a 
part. For each case I’d be 
s omebody 
d i f f e r e n t , 
whatever seemed to fit. It 
was almost like a game — 
except I had the advantage.” 
Although he never carried a 
badge or handcuffs, Wolfe 
was armed with a handgun, a 
symbol of what he says is the 
rampant violence common to 
drug underworld. 
“ I’m glad it’s over,” Wolfe 
added of his role-playing. 
“ I would never have long 
hair now. Or a beard. Maybe 
a mustache. But I wasn’t 
brought up that 
I ’m very 
conservative. I always have 
been.” he said.1* 10

After the initial shootout subsided to 
a standoff, police ringed John & Al's 
Sports, Inc., in Brooklyn’s William­ 
sburg section with sharpshooters. But 
fear for tin' hostages prevented any 
forced showdown and police con- 
(•entrated on keeping communications 
with the gunmen. 
The break came shortly before I 
p.m. Sunday when the hostages, led by 
a co-owner of the store, broke through 
plasterboard to a sealed off stairway 
and escaped to the roof while the 
gunmen were diverted. 
Four hours later, following more 
negotiations with police and pleas 
from some relatives, the gunmen 
walked out. Two carried a stretcher 
with a third who was wounded and the 
fourth walked ahead.
